for an annual rate of 7 million ounces, Wolfe noted. He pointed ~ 
to two factors that should be watched to determine the effect of 
the U.S. coin program on the gold Market. The first is the premi- 
um on gold coins by the primary dealers; and the second is 
whether the Mint’s weekly coin offerings are completely sold. 

“The two factors are, of Course, related, since the primary 
dealers will only pay 3 percent Premium if the resale price is 
higher. If the dealer resale price drops under 3 percent, Mint 
coin sales will come to a halt unless the sale price is reduced,” 
he predicted. 


Instead, production limitations at the Mint have created an 
artificial coin shortage in the market and pushed up premiums. 
Only the primary dealers have a guaranteed ceiling price on 
their purchases. 

Wolfe observed that the present unstable coin market situa- 
tion cannot continue indefinitely, and looks for one of two things 
to happen soon: First, as Wolfe had predicted earlier, the sec- 
ondary market price premium will decline close to or under the 
3 percent premium, as a result of higher Mint production or a 
‘glut in the supply pipeline. The second possibility, if the Mint 
keeps coin production below demand, is that initial sales will 
have to be through a competitive bidding procedure. “The key 
point is that a 3 percent over bullion coin price is just an arbi- 
trary figure. The actual price set by the market can be 1, 2, 5 or 
any other percent depending on supply and demand for the U.S. 
coin or any other gold coin,” Wolfe said. “If premiums on the
